as I have said, because there is dan- 
ger of heart failure.

ministration of exygen or oxygen

from the blood. Of course, this treat- 
ment Is bfest given under the personal 
supervision of a physician or by men 
trained in this work.

are expected to increase in Pick- 
away-co this season. 
Adjustment 


contracts limit the total number 
of acres <^ 
%i each farm that may be 


planted to rye, barley, corn, oats 
and other i'esci crops. 


A, recent ruling announced 
by 


Guy Dowdy, 
agricultural 
agent, 


permits an expansion of the soy- 
bean acreage on farm* tinder 
government corn-hog, tobacco and 
wheat contracts. The farmer may 
use the soybean crop as a source 
of seed, hay or pasture except on 
land definitely set aside as con- 
tracted acres. On these acres, the 
crop may be grown to plow under, 
but not to be used for pasture or 
removal in any form. 


Soybeans 
are 
almost 
a sure 


crop under Ohio conditions. They 
withstand weather abusg, and ac- 
cording to the agronomists of the 
Ohio State university no type of 
land in the state will not grow a 
satisfactory 
crop 
of soybeans. 


Poor land grows relatively better 
crops of soybeans than of other 
crops. 
This is possible, they say, 
be- 
cause 
of the 
plant's 
vigorous 


feeding power and its ability to 
extra nitrogen from 
the 
atmos- 


phere. 
If grown on land for the first 


time, the seed must be inoculated j 
with the organism necessary for 
fixing the air nitrogen. This is 
done by mixing with the seed just 
before planting enough soil from 
land last year in soybeans to coat 
the surface of the seed. Before 
dusting with this soil, the beans 
must be moistened with two or 
three tablespoonfuls of water (no 
more) to a bushel of seed. 
Proper time for seeding- is corn j 
planting 
time, 
or 
immediatelv 


afterwards. Land is prepared as if! 
for corn. 
j 
Oi: plowed land the practice of j 


allowing one or two crops of weeds 
to develop and then 
destroying 


them by cultivation before plant- 
ing time, is recommended. 


More hay can be obtained 
by 


drilling the seed, as for oats or 
wheat. For 
seed production on 
land troubled with weeds, or on 
land disposed to be in poor ;mech- 
anical condition, planting in rows 
18 to 24 inches apart results in 
better yields and cleaner crops.
